(ii) Within seven days of the transport of any consign- 
ment the consignor shall send the said statement as counter- 
signed by the carrier by Registered Post With Acknowledg- 
ment Due. to Section CYC-12 of the Textile Commissioner’s 
Office and shall send copies thereof to the Provincial Textile 
Commissioner, Madras, and to the Provincial Textile authc 
rity of the receiving zone.

Provided that the Central Government may exempt from 
any or all of the tests proscribed in this paragraph a Pilot 
whose experience is so loug and varied as to indicate his 
prolieiency up to the requisite standard; and provided fur- 
ther that :i Pilot who, on the first day of September 1949, 
is already employed as a Pilot-in-oommand, may continue 
to act in that capacity subject to the completion of the 
tests prescribed in this paragraph by a date not later than 
the 81st day of May 1049. 

8. All the, flying tests proscribed iu paragraph 7 must have 
been carried out within the period of six months preceding 
the dnto of application and must have been witnessed and 
certified by the same examiner (check pilot); 

Provided that whore more than one examiner (check pili _ 
n employed by a licensed ail transport service, the flying 
tests may be certified jointly by two examiners (check pilots) 
one of ■whom witnessed each test ; and porvidod further that 
a test already performed during the previous six months for 
the endorsement of the Pilot's ‘B‘ licence in respect of an 
addit onal type of flying machine, in accordance with 
Schedule H, Section C, paragraph 2, sub-paragraph (1), 
clause (c), sub-clause (ii) and clause (d), sub-clause (iii) of 
these rules, ’need not be repeated whore an indentical test 
is prescribed in paragraph 7 of this Section,”.
